This school has again, the past year, enjoyed the services 
and instruction of one who has had a large and, highly success- 
ful experience. Miss Moulton made no specialty, but gave 
each study its proper attention. Thoroughness characterizes 
the work of both teacher and scholars. Specimens of original 
composition were read at the examination which were highly 
creditable to their authors. 


REMARKS. 


In conclusion it gives me pleasure to say that I believe all 
the schools have made a due amount of progress during the 
year. Harmony and peace have been universal, with one ex- 
ception. A dissatisfaction arose in District No. 6, from one 
family ; but upon examination it was found that the teacher 
was fully qualified for her position, and no serious trouble re- 
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sulted therefrom. The teachers have been carefully, and wisely 
selected, and much credit is due the Prudential Committee for 
their care and wisdom. A change of Readers and Spellers has 
been made. The Sargent’s Reader, which has been used more 
than twenty years, has been exchanged for the Franklin Reader, 
a book containing many new and desirable features; The se- 
lections are new and fresh, and many of them original. The 
Primer, or First Reader, has been so prepared as to be adapted 
to teaching either the Phonic or the Word system, or by a 
combination of both of these modes. The lessons are not 
mere dull exercises, but are made interesting to the youngest 
learner. The Second Reader has been graded with care; each 
lesson is preceded by a pronouncing and spelling lesson. The 
pieces are lively and interesting. In the Third Reader, the 
lessons are of an elevating and instructive character The 
Fourth and Fifth Readers are also carefully graded for the graa- 
ual advance of pupils,who have been brought, by the use of 
the preceding numbers of the series, toa familiarity with an 
advanced vocabulary. All are illustrated with wood-cuts in 
the highest style of engraving. Reading, in the past, has not 
received that attention which it merits. May the future make 
amends for the past. Judging from the number of visits, con- 
tained in the registers, from parents and guardians, it is felt 
that the teachers have had but little help or disturbance, — if 
may be —fromthem, Parents ought to manifest more interest ; 
they ought to feel it as much their duty to go tothe school-room 
and watch the intellectual growth of their children, as to pro- 
vide for their physical needs at home. 

The teacher receives an infusion of super-natural ideas into 
the mind at every visit from the parent or guardians, and will 
accomplish greater achievements with the active co-operation of 
the parents. 

Repairs are needed in and about every school-house. © The 
black-boards are fast becoming white-boards, and some are 
almost useless. A coat of paint and whitewash adds much to 
the appearance of school-rooms as well as to your parlors, Al. 
though much has already been said in the past about the 
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changes that ought to be made in several districts, there has as 
yet been no change ;—hence the query: How long shall this 
matter remain dormant inthe minds of the tax-paying people? 
It may arise in the minds df some that our High School, which 
is soon tobe occupied, will remedy this difficulty. If the 
standard of admission of pupils to the High Schoolis placed at 
‘such a degree that it can deservingly be called a High School, 
it will not.remedy this evil. In several of the districts, there 
has been a marked degree of care on the part of pupils to be 
present at every recitatation.
